Oklahoma City, Sept. 29 .—Governor 
Walton intends to maintain the full 
force of the military and martial law 
In his state until after Tuesday, the 
day on which his career at> chief ex­ 
ecutive will come before the tribunal 
of the people for approval or repudia­ 
tion at the polls. 


In an interview at the executive 
mansion, the 
governor 
tacitly ac 
knowledged that he expects a sta te 
wide special election to be held or 
attempted Oct. 2, at which the fore 
most question will be impeachment 
or indorsement of his administration. 
Coincident with the sta te supreme 
court ruling assuring the legality of 
the « special election call, the report 
« pread that 
Governor Walton 
had 
withdrawn from his militant policy 
and would relax the pressure of mil­ 
itary control. 
Asked pointedly if that 
were his intention he replied: 
“ Not 
until after Tuesday, if then.“ 
Pressed further to explain the sig­ 
nificance of singling out Oct. 2 as the 
deadline for need of full martial law, 
he would not be drawn out and re- 
- fused to answer other questions. How­ 
ever. he did announce that military 
occupation has been extended to the 
Cushing district of Payae county, “ be­ 
cause justice could not be meted out 
thare and prosecutions of 
criminal 
acts of the Ku Klux Klan could not 
be obtained.” 
He said that klan de­ 
fiance had nearly resulted in a riot. 
Troops were ordered dispatched to 
the Cushing district, an oil region, 
on the testimony of District Judge C. 
C. Smith of the Payne county judicial 
district 
and 
County 
Judge 
Brown 
Moore, 
They testified that justice 
was being hampered and prosecutions 
curtailed. 
A military court of 
in­ 
quiry will be set up at Cushing, the 
governor said. 
Meanwhile, there has been a shake- 
up in the governor’s military staff. 
Adjutant General Markham asked for 
a 10-day leave of absence because of 
ill health. 
Colonel Key, commander 
of the military zone 
of 
Oklahoma 
.City, and Colonel Sledge, his aide, 
■were relieved of duty and permitted 
to return to their homes. 
Governor 
Walton declined to comment on this 
procedure.

The president 
wants to act as quickly as possible to 
relieve the emergency. 
As soon as the details of the Wal­ 
lace scheme are perfected, the pro­ 
posal will be laid before the presi­ 
dent and the cabinet for final consid­ 
eration and 
determination. 
If 
ap­ 
proved, the president is expected to 
transmit it to congress with a recom­ 
mendation that it be translated into 
legislation as an emergency matter. 
In 
his announcement 
Representa­ 
tive Young said that the principal 
feature of Secretary Wallace’s plan 
was the re-establishment of the Unit­ 
ed States Grain corporation, ay urged 
by the central northwest delegation. 
Mr. Coolidge has said that he will 
not call an extra session of congress 
before a definite program insuring 
“ economically sound” relief is work­ 
ed out. 
He has not said he will calf 
an extra session even then. 
But Sen­ 
ator Borah, who had an extended con­ 
ference with the executive, asserted 
he was confident the president would 
notP* hesitate to call congress together 
if a definite, workable program was 
presented to him.

Coolidge is considering the question 
of making recommendation to con 
gress concerning section 15-a, the so- 
called guaranty section of the Eseh- 
Cummins transportation act, but a# 
yet has not come to any conclusion. 
This was stated officially at the 
white house. 
It was said that the 
president conferred with the railroad 
executives and representatives of or­ 
ganized labor regarding the \ matter, 
and plans to seek other advice froru 
similar sources and from members of 
congress before making a decision. 
Section 15-a of the Esch-Cummins 
act has been the chief bone of con­ 
tention 
throughout 
the 
agitation, 
chiefly in the agricultural sta tes of 
the west, for repeal or at least dras­ 
tic modification ot the railroad law. 
The demand for repeal of the guar­ 
anty section has become widespread 
among the farmers and their repre­ 
senta tives in congress. 
It also is one 
of the principal planks in the plat­ 
form of the LaFoilette “ progressive” 
bloc. 
The Democrats, too, have de­ 
manded its removal. 
Those joining in this demand take I 
the position that while there is no I 
means provided to insure the carry 
ing out of the intent of that section, 
it nevertheless stands a s an intended 
guarantee, and that it is responsible 
for the president high freight rates, 
to which the farmers attribute their 
major troubles. 
Section 15-a is the rate making part 
of the 
railroad 
act. 
It directs the 
rates is that which obtained prior to 
maintain a level of rates that will 
insure the roads a return of 5V6 per 
■ent on their valuation. 
It also gives 
the commission the right to add one- 
lalf of one per cent to the return, 
making the total a maximum of six 
per cent, in its discretion. 
The com­ 
mission has fixed upon 5% per cent 
the basis on which rate schedule# 
are determined. 
The view of those who insiat upon 
epeaiing the section is that the fair 
and 
proper method of determining 
rates is that which obtained prior to 
the enactment of the Esch-Cummins 
act. 
Under that plan the commis­ 
sion’s directions were to provide rate 
levels that would insure to the respec­ 
tive roadcs a reasonable return.

Oklahoma City, Sept. 29.—Governor 
Walton intends to maintain the full 
force of the military and martial law 
in his state until arter Tuesday, the 
day on which bis career as chief ex­ 
ecutive will come before th© tribunal 
of the people for approval or repudia­ 
tion at the polls. 


In an interview a t the executive 
mansion, the 
governor 
tacitly ac­ 
knowledged that he expects a state­ 
wide special election to be held or 
attem pted Oct. 2, at which the fore­ 
most question will be impeachment 
or indorsement of his administration.

Washington, Sept. 2 9 - Representa­ 
tive George M. Young of North Da­ 
kota announced
